Also 'in cases where 
the most common warning symp¬ 
toms of tuberculosis are present 
such as—persistent pain in the 
chest, constant sense of fatigue, 
loss of weight, frequent indiges¬ 
tion or lack of appetite, persistent 
cough or hoarseness, spitting of 
bloodj afternoon rises in tempera¬ 
ture. 

Since medical science is today 
better able than ever to diagnose 
tuberculosis early and to cure it 
when discovered early, the best 
way to stamp out this disease is 
to detect early cases and so 
prevent its spread.

ON SUNDAY, April 7th, 
there'will be an annular 
or ring eclipse of the sun, 
seen in Canada as partial 
because we are not on 
central path. It will be 
caused by the moon black¬ 
ing out the tremendously 
larger sun to the extent 
of about 86 per cent, in 
some parts of America. 
As observed in Toronto it 
will be about 60 per cent. 
Not since 1865 has there 
been a similar eclipse and 
it will not be repeated 
until May 10, 1994. The 
spectacle will be seen at 
its best in Toronto around 
5 p.m,; in Vancouver from 
12 noon until 2 p.m. It 
actually begins at dawn, 
April 8, on other side of 
interhational date line, 
ends sunset, April 7. The 
moon's passing between 
earth and sun will make 
spots of sunlight appear 
crescent shaped, instead 
of round

earth. Extent to which this is not true is seen in this photograph, in which the innermostbright curve 
represents the North Star. This curve of the stars is caused by the rotation of the earth on its axis, 
which causes the rising and setting of the sun. The curve covers one-third of a circle because the 
camera was left open for eight hours out of the 24, from 8 p.m. to 4 a.m.
